PROCEEDINGS  UNDER  THE  PACKERS  AND  STOCKYARDS  ACT 

Docket  No.  472. — In  re  Union  Stock  Yard  &  Transit  Co.,  Chicago,  111.  On 
September  27,  1935,  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  issued  an  inquiry  and  notice  of 
hearing  for  the  purpose  of  determining  the  reasonableness  and  lawfulness  of  the 
rates  and  charges  at  the  Chicago  stockyards.  Hearings  were  held  in  1936  and 
1937.  The  Secretary  accepted,  for  filing,  a  tariff  making  some  reduction  in  rates, 
effective  June  13,  1938,  without,  however,  passing  on  the  reasonableness  of  rates 
and  further  proceedings  were  deferred  subject  to  reopening  on  60  days'  notice  by 
Secretary  of  Agriculture. 

Docket  No.  998.— In  re  Tony  Azzante,  Philadelphia,  Pa.  The  Acting  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  on  November  22,  1937,  issued  an  inquiry  alleging  that  respondent 
had  violated  title  V  of  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act  in  that  he  had  engaged  in 
and  used  an  unfair,  unjustly  discriminatory,  and  deceptive  practice  and  device 
in  connection  with  the  handling  of  live  poultry  in  commerce.  A  hearing  was 
held  on  January  3,  1938,  and  from  the  evidence  adduced  it  was  found  that  respond- 
ent had  ceased  to  engage  in  the  live  poultry  business  and  was  insolvent,  in  that 
he  was  unable  to  pay  his  debts  as  they  become  due  in  the  usual  course  of  business. 
The  examiner's  report,  proposed  findings  of  fact,  and  recommended  order  was 
served  on  respondent,  giving  him  20  days  in  which  to  file  exceptions,  but  none 
were  filed.  Therefore,  on  July  2  respondent's  license  to  handle  live  poultry  in 
interstate  commerce  was  revoked. 

Docket  No.  1020. — In  re  Frederick  County  Products,  Inc.,  Frederick,  Md.  The 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  issued  an  inquiry  on  December  17,  1937,  alleging  that 
respondent  had  violated  title  II  of  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act.     Respondent 
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filed  an  answer.  A  hearing  was  held  on  January  20,  1938,  but  the  evidence 
adduced  did  not  substantiate  the  allegations  of  the  complaint.  Therefore,  on 
July  11,  the  case  was  dismissed. 

Docket  No.  1021. — In  re  Frederick  County  Products,  Inc.,  Frederick,  Md.  On 
December  17,  1937,  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  issued  an  inquiry,  alleging  that 
respondent  had  violated  title  II  of  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act,  in  that  it 
had  engaged  in  and  used  certain  unfair,  unjustly  discriminatory,  and  deceptive 
practices  and  devices  in  connection  with  the  handling  of  livestock  in  interstate 
commerce.  Respondent  filed  an  answer  denying  the  allegations  of  the  com- 
plaint. A  hearing  was  held  on  January  20,  1938.  The  examiner  prepared  a 
report,  including  tentative  findings  of  fact  and  recommended  order,  a  copy  of 
which  was  served  on  respondent.  Respondent  filed  exceptions  to  the  report  and 
requested  an  opportunity  to  argue  the  case  before  the  Secretary.  Oral  argument 
was  had  before  the  Assistant  Secretary  on  June  10.  The  evidence  adduced  at  the 
hearing  and  the  oral  argument  failed  to  show  that  respondent  was  guilt}-  of  any 
unfair  or  deceptive  practice.     Therefore,  on  July  6  the  case  was  dismissed. 

Docket  No.  1022. — In  re  B.  Perlin,  Norfolk,  Va.  The  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
on  December  17,  1937,  issued  an  inquiry  alleging  that  respondent  had  violated 
title  II  of  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act.  Respondent  filed  an  answer  on 
January  6,  1938.  A  hearing  was  held  on  January  27.  A  copy  of  the  examiner's 
report  was  served  on  counsel  of  record  for  respondent,  but  no  exceptions  were 
filed.  On  July  2  respondent  was  ordered  to  cease  and  desist  from  the  unfair 
and  deceptive  practice  and  device  of  making  any  misrepresentation  to  the  seller 
relative  to  the  quality,  quantity,  and  condition  of  livestock  purchased  by  respond- 
ent in  interstate  commerce  for  the  purpose  of  inducing  the  seller  to  accept  less 
than  the  contract  price  of  such  livestock,  and  from  the  unfair  practice  and  device 
of  failing  and  refusing  to  pay  the  contract  price  for  livestock  purchased  b}~  him 
in  interstate  commerce. 

Docket  No.  1023. — In  re  Foley  Bros.  Produce  Co.,  Chicago,  111.  The  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  on  December  18,  1937,  issued  an  inquiry  alleging  that  respondent 
had  violated  title  V  of  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act  in  that  it  had  engaged  in 
and  used  an  unfair  and  deceptive  practice  in  connection  with  the  buying  of  live 
poultry  in  interstate  commerce,  in  that  it  arbitrarily  deducted  1  pound  or  more 
per  coop  of  live  poultry  shipped  to  it,  that  it  made  payments  to  truck  drivers  of 
the  approximate  value  of  such  deductions  for  the  purpose  of  inducing  them  to 
deliver  live  poultry  to  respondent,  even  though  said  truck  drivers  were  at  that 
time  the  agents  of  the  shippers  for  the  purpose  of  transporting  said  live  poultry 
to  Chicago,  and  that  respondent  failed  to  render  a  correct  accounting  to  shippers. 
A  hearing  was  held  on  January  4,  1938.  On  February  12  a  copy  of  the  examiner's 
report,  proposed  findings  of  fact,  conclusions,  and  recommended  order  was  served 
on  respondent  company,  but  no  exceptions  were  filed.  On  July  18  respondent 
was  ordered  to  cease  and  desist  from  the  above-mentioned  unfair  and  deceptive 
practices. 

Docket  No.  1024. — In  re  Bigger  staff  &  Velflik,  Chicago,  111.  The  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  on  December  18,  1937,  issued  an  inquiry  alleging  that'  respondents 
had  violated  title  V  of  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act  in  that  respondents  re- 
ceived in  interstate  commerce  on  consignment  from  various  shippers  live  poultry 
on  which  they  paid  the  trucker,  in  addition  to  the  regular  trucking  charge,  25 
cents  per  coop  for  delivering  said  live  poultry  to  respondents  at  Chicago.  A 
hearing  was  held  on  January  5,  1938.  From  the  evidence  adduced  it  was  found 
that  respondents'  books  and  records  show  that  these  payments  of  25  cents  per 
coop  were  made  to  some  but  not  all  of  the  truck  drivers  delivering  poultry  to 
respondents,  that  these  payments  constitute  an  unnecessary  expense  and  an 
undue  burden  upon  the  handling  of  live  poultry  in  interstate  commerce,  and  that 
respondents  have  engaged  in  and  used  an  unfair  practice  in  connection  with  the 
buying  of  live  poultry  in  commerce  in  that  they  have  made  payments  to  truck 
drivers  for  the  purpose  of  inducing  them  to  deliver  live  poultry  to  their  firm. 
Respondents  failed  to  file  exceptions  to  the  examiner's  report,  proposed  findings 
of  fact,  and  recommended  order.  On  July  11  respondents  were  ordered  to  cease 
and  desist  from  paying  truck  drivers  who  are  employed  by  shippers  to  transport 
live  poultry  to  Chicago  25  cents  per  coop,  or  any  other  amount  of  money,  or 
giving  them  any  other  thing  of  value,  as  an  inducement  to  them  to  deliver  live 
poultry  to  them. 

Docket  No.  1058. — In  re  Wood  Avenue  Poultry  Market,  Linden,  N.  J.  The 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  on  January  25,  1938,  ordered  that  a  hearing  be  held  for 
the  purpose  of  affording  applicant  an  opportunity  to  show  cause  why  its  applica- 
tion for  a  license  to  engage  in  the  business  of  buying  and  selling  live  poultry  in 
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interstate  commerce  should  not  be  denied.  Such  a  hearing  was  held  on  February 
9,  but  applicant  did  not  appear.  Such  failure  to  appear,  or  be  represented,  is 
explained  by  a  letter  addressed  to  the  Department  stating  that  applicant  was  no 
longer  in  business,  therefore,  making  it  unnecessary  to  argue  the  question  of  a 
license.     Accordingly,  on  July  11,  the  case  was  dismissed. 

Docket  No.  1065. — In  re  Stafford  Bros.,  Chicago,  111.  The  Secretary  of  Agri- 
culture on  January  27,  1938,  issued  an  inquiry  alleging  that  respondent  had  vio- 
lated the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act  by  engaging  in  and  using  an  unfair,  unjustly 
discriminatory,  and  deceptive  practice  and  device  in  connection  with  the  han- 
dling of  livestock  in  commerce,  in  that  it  had  failed  and  refused  to  provide  a  satis- 
factory bond  to  secure  its  obligations  as  a  market  agency.  Respondent  admitted 
the  truth  of  the  matters  and  things  alleged  and  waived  a  hearing  thereon.  On 
May  21  respondent  entered  into  a  trust  fund  agreement  which  was  accepted  by 
the  Department  as  a  substantial  equivalent  to  a  surety  bond.  On  July  2  re- 
spondent was  ordered  to  cease  and  desist  from  the  unfair  practice  of  engaging  in 
business  as  a  market  agency  without  executing  and  maintaining  a  bond  or  other 
satisfactory  indemnity. 

Docket  No.  1067. — In  re  M.  Richter  Sons,  Inc.  v.  Montrose  Poultry,  Chicago,  111. 
M.  Richter  Sons,  Inc.,  on  December  31,  1937,  filed  an  informal  complaint  seeking 
reparation  under  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act,  against  the  Montrose  Poultry 
in  the  amount  of  $269.05.  A  hearing  was  held  on  March  15,  1938,  at  which  time 
defendant  admitted  owing  the  complainant  the  amount  claimed.  A  copy  of  the 
examiner's  report  awarding  reparation  to  complainant  was  served  on  defendant 
but  no  exceptions  were  filed.  On  July  2  defendant  was  ordered  to  pay  com- 
plainant $269.05  as  reparation  within  30  days. 

Docket  No.  1105. — In  re  Leo  Schloss,  Inc.,  Newark,  N.  J.  The  Acting  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  on  March  14,  1938,  issued  an  inquiry  alleging  that  respondent  had 
engaged  in  and  used  an  unfair  and  deceptive  practice  and  device  in  connection 
with  handling  livestock  in  commerce.  A  hearing  was  held  on  April  27.  A  copy 
of  the  examiner's  report  was  served  on  respondent,  but  no  exceptions  were  filed. 
On  July  2  respondent  was  ordered  to  cease  and  desist  from  engaging  in  the  unfair 
practice  and  device  of  entering  into  any  agreement  for  the  purchase  of  livestock 
and  then  refusing  to  accept  the  livestock  at  the  agreed  price. 

Docket  No.  1110.— In  re  Independent  Meat  and  Poultry  Market,  Inc.,  Newark, 
N.  J.  The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  on  April  18,  1938,  issued  an  inquiry  alleging 
that  respondent  had  violated  title  V  of  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act  in  that  it 
had  failed  to  maintain  such  financial  condition  as  would  enable  it  to  fulfill  the 
obligations  incurred  by  it  as  a  licensee.  A  hearing  was  held  on  April  26.  The 
evidence  adduced  sustained  the  allegations  set  forth  in  the  complaint.  A  copy 
of  the  examiner's  report  was  served  on  respondent,  but  no  exceptions  were  filed. 
On  July  2  respondent's  license  to  handle  live  poultry  in  interstate  commerce  was 
revoked. 

Docket  No.  1111. — In  re  Hyman  Segal,  Philadelphia,  Pa.  The  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  on  April  18,  1938,  issued  an  inquiry  alleging  that  respondent  had 
violated  title  V  of  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act  in  that  he  failed  to  maintain 
such  finances  as  were  necessary  to  enable  him  to  meet  his  obligations  as  a  licensee 
as  they  became  due  in  the  usual  course  of  business.  A  hearing  was  held  on  April 
25  and  from  the  evidence  adduced  it  was  found  that  respondent  had  flagrantly 
and  repeatedly  violated  title  V  of  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act.  Therefore, 
on  July  2  respondent's  license  to  handle  live  poultry  in  interstate  commerce  was 
revoked. 

Docket  No.  1114- — In  re  Morris  Gerber,  Inc.,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  The  Acting 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  on  April  18,  1938,  issued  an  inquiry  alleging  that  respond- 
ent had  failed  to  maintain  such  finances  as  were  necessary  to  enable  it  to  meet 
its  obligations  as  they  became  due  in  the  usual  course  of  business.  A  hearing 
was  held  on  April  26  and  from  the  evidence  adduced  it  was  found  that  on  April  22 
respondent  had  current  assets  in  excess  of  its  current  liabilities,  and  that  there 
was  no  evidence  of  any  violation  of  the  act  on  the  part  of  respondent.  Therefore, 
on  July  18  the  case  was  dismissed. 

Docket  No.  1120.— In  re  Linden  Poultry  Co.,  Inc.,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  The 
Acting  Secretary  of  Agriculture  on  April  18,  1938,  issued  an  inquiry  alleging  that 
respondent  had  violated  title  V  of  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Act,  in  that  it  did 
not  maintain  such  financial  condition  as  would  enable  it  to  fulfill  the  obligations 
incurred  as  a  licensee,  and  had  failed  to  make  payment  in  full  for  live  poultry 
purchased  from  various  receivers.  A  hearing  was  held  and  from  the  evidence 
adduced  it  appeared  that  respondent  was  able  to  meet  its  financial  obligations  as  a 
licensee.     Therefore,  on  July  11  the  case  was  dismissed.
